WHAT A FAMILY REALLY NEEDS 

Uncle Sam's busy bureau of home eco- 
nomics has figured out how a family of 
five can live on $6.55 a week exclusive of 
rent, light, heat, clothing, transportation, 
amusement, books, newspapers and a few 
other necessities of existence. 

But what the average family would 
like to know—and what it is justified in 
wishing to know—is how to get $50 or $75 
or more a week, regularly; and then how 
to spend it to live decently. 

Teaching families to live on next to 
nothing is poor economics. We ought to 
raise living standards, not lower them; in- 
crease purchasing power, not reduce it. 


BRITAIN BUYS CANADIAN CATTLE 

Western cattlemen, and people of Al- 
berta generally, will learn with interest 
that 10,000 head of Canadian cattle have 
found a market in Great Britain already 
this season. Three years ago not a single 
head left the Dominion for the old lands. 
The oversea cattle trade is thus coming 
back, and coming strong. 

Figures released at Ottawa show that 
the Canadian shippers have found ready 
buyers for their stock in Britain, and that 
the net prices are satisfactory. There is 
ground therefore to hope that the newly 
revived movement will be permanent, and 
that the stock industry is in prospect of 
better times than it has known for some 
years. 


STEAK AND ONION STILL GOOD 

There isn't anything that seems impos- 
sible in this efficient, mechanical age, but 
the limit is about reached in the announce- 
ment of a famous Vienna scientist, who 
has perfected a method which, he says, 
relieves mankind of the necessity for eat- 
ing regularly. 

The professor has devised a_ highly 
concentrated food paste, which, rubbed 
into the skin, is capable of supporting life 
indefinitely without oral feeding. A daily 
massage of a few minutes, using a few 
ounces of the paste, is equal in nourish- 
ment to three hearty meals. 

However, the restaurants and food 
Shops have little to fear. A good fat 
Steak, smothered in onions, will be at- 
tractive in spite of all substitutes. 


THE MIDDLE-AGED EMPLOYEE 

One of the tragedies of this machine 
age is that the wage-earner who has got 
along to middle-age or beyond that point, 
finds himself competing at a disadvantage 
with younger, quicker-acting, and sup- 
.posedly more efficient men. It is a com- 
mon expression, verified by bitter experi- 
ence, that the man of 45 or over who gets 
out of a job has great difficulty in secur- 
ing another. 

An interesting sidelight is thrown on 
this question of the value of the middle- 
aged worker as the result of an investiga- 
tion conducted by the Michigan depart- 
ment of labor and industry. This report 
shows that young employees are more lia- 
ble to injury from accidents than older 
ones; therefore more liable to be laid up 
just when they are needed, and more li- 
on to become claimants for compensa- 

ion. 

According to this finding, the personal 
injury frequency diminishes as the age 
of the worker increases. The injury fre- 
quency of men from 20 to 24 years of age 
is 22 per cent greater than for men from 
25 to 44 years, and 39 per cent greater 
than for men from 44 to 65. That is di- 
rectly contrary to the prevalent assump- 
tion that the older employee is a greater 
accident hazard fo: his employer. 

Experience, it would seem, is still an 
economically valuable commodity; one 
which an employer can reckon in dollars 
and cents, as an offset against the great- 
er production of the young employee. And 
it would appear to be a reasonable as- 
sumption that the man who has ‘passed 
the reckless years and learned to take 
care of himself has probably also learned 
to take care of the machinery and the 
property and the interests of his em- 
ployer. 


ARE WAR DEBTS THE “HOBBLES"? 


Competent observers in the United 
States are beginning to suspect that grant- 
ing the moratorium on war debts was the 
first step on a road that will lead finally 
to cancellation. And some of them sug- 
gest that cancellation would be better for 
the United States than collection; provid- 


ed the debtor nations used the money to 
set their economic affairs in order and get 
back into a position to trade, 

Stranger things have happened, de- 
spite President Hoover's declaration that 
he was not thinking of cancellation when 
he proposed the moratorium, As matters 
stand, the debtor nations a year from now 
will owe as much as they owe today, plus 
interest on the sum for a year. If they 
cannot pay the instalments now due, they 
will be still less able to pay the instalments 
due next year, plus interest, plus a propor- 
tion of the deferred instalments, unless 
conditions in Europe change markedly for 
the better in the meantime. 

And if conditions do improve to that 
extent, the improvement will be credited 
to the moratorium, The argument will 
then be that if a year’s moratorium can 
work so great a change, cancellation of 
the debts’ would bring back prosperity with 
a rush and give it a guarantee of perman- 
ence. 

The trend of'conditions, it may be sus- 
pected, will determine whether the mora- 
torium is to be extended, and eventually 
end in cancellation. Events dictate poli- 
cies, as really as policies shape events. A 
prosperous Europe with which to do busi- 
ness would be of more value to the United 
States than the remote prospect of col- 
lecting ten billions of dollars from a Sur- 
ope economically hobbled as it is today. If 
the moratorium shows that the war debts 
are the “hobbles,”’ business sense will sug- 
gest that they be taken off and thrown 
away.

Aram, apparently, was the son of a

at Knaresborough unti] 1745 when he 
left the town under suspicion of being 
concerned in a fraud with one, Daniel 
Clark, who also disappeared. Aram 


studying until he was suddenly ar- 
rested in 1758 on a murder charge, 
| based on information obtained from 
a ma:. named Houseman. It appear- 
led that a skeleton had been dug up at 
Knaresborough, which was suspected 
as being that of the missing Clark, 
and Houseman, who had been as- 
sociated with Aram and who had long 
been suspected, was confronted with 
the bones. He, however, appeared so 
confident that they were not tnose of 
Clark that greater suspicion was 
aroused. In the end he asseverated 
that he liad witnessed the killing of 
Clark by Aram and stated where the 
body was buried, It seems extra- 
ordinary that the story should have 
inspired great writers!

MYXEDEMA AND CRETINISM 


When surgery began to be popular 
in the latter part of the nineteenth 
century, the popular treatment for 
an enlarged thyroid gland was to re- 
move it surgically, About one-third of 
the cases operated upon were followed 
by very characteristic changes which 
were recognized to be similar to the 
disease known as Myxedema and indi- 
cated that both conditions were due 
to a lack of thyroid secretion. In 
adults the lack of thyroid secretion 
Produces definite changes which are 
grouped under the name of Myxedema, 
so-called because of a peculiar mucus- 
like substance underneath the skin 
which produces a puffy swelling. The 
puffniess somewhat resembles ordin- 
ary Edema, but differs in that it docs 
not pit upon the pressure of the fin- 
gers. There is much swelling, espe- 
cially of the nose and cheeks, thus 
giving a thickened, dull expression. A 
person with Myxedema may appear 
prematurely aged, the tongue becomes 
enlarged, the skin dry and a sallow 
color, The hair becomes brittle and 
baldness frequently results: The nose 
may broaden and the lips thicken 
The patient becomes depressed, irrit- 
able, dull, and has an impaired mem- 
ory. There is a marked tendency to 
avoid exercise, the weight often in- 
creases, the temperature may be sub- 
normal and the heart action slow. 

Myxedema does not always show in 
these exaggerated forms but may 
exist in a limited degree, Women of 
middle-age are most frequently af- 
fected, and the disease may take from 
fifteen to twenty years to fully de- 
velop, It is nearly always associated 
with a Jack of functioning on the part 
of the ovaries. 

Cretinism is the name given a 
group of characteristic symptoms in 
children who are suffering from a 
lack of thyroid secretion. Of the 
cases found about three-fifths occur 
in girl babies. ‘The symptoms may be- 
gin at birth and whenever an infant 
weighs nine pounds or more at birth 
a lock of thyroid functioning should)

Cretinism is characterized by  re- 
tarded growth, underweight, dull 
mentality, and idiotic appearance, The 
tongue may be very large and even 
hang out of the mouth, the face be- 
comes bloated, the nose depressed, the 
teeth decay early, and the limbs give 
an appearance of being under-devel- 
oped but pudgy. 

Patients suffering from Myxedema 
or Cretinism always do better in a 
warm climate. Every effort should 
be made to build up the patient's 
general health and to stimulate the 
action of the thyroid gland. Warm 
baths, massage, and exercise are all 
helpful adjuncts to the treatment by 
improving the circulation. Hot packs 
to the throat for fifteen minutes twice 
a day followed by gentile massage are 
aften of value. The acid fruit fast 
eems to be distinctly beneficial where 
the gland is not entirely atrophied 
This ts probably because it speeds up 
the elimination of any toxic sub- 
stances which may be interfering with 
the action of the gland, T have seen 
cases which showed a remarkable im- 
provement after from one to two 
weeks of orange or tomato juice fasts 
accompanied by other eliminative 
measures such as enemas, sweat baths, 
deep breathing, exercises, and physic- 
therapy treatments

some of the more pronounced symp- 
toms of splenomegalic polycythemia?” 
Answer: Splenomegalic polyeythemia 
is a disease marked by general red- 
ness of the skin, an increase of red 
corpuscles, high blood pressure and 
enlargement of the spleen. The dis- 
ease may last over many years, pro- 
ducing weakness, swelling of the ex- 
trerfities, enlargement of the heart 
and albumin in the urine,

food elements of watermelon and are 
there any harmful effects in eating 
large quantities?” 

Answer: Watermelons are alkaline- 
forming foods, the main elements 
which they supply being lime, iron 
and potash, They should be eaten only 
when fully ripe, as then the natural 
sugar is completely developed. Dieteti- 
cally, the safest rule to follow is to 
make a complete meal of the melon, 
using as much as desired at one time 
and nothing else. Thus, a meal of 
watermelon makes a delicious lunch- 
eon, easy to prepare.

Answer: Sleep walking is a form 
of dreaming where the brain is asleep 
but not the muscular system, It is 
usually caused by digestive disturb- 
ances and can be cured by following a 
correct fasting and dieting regimen.

Fortune Comes To Lawe 
yer’s Clerk Who Made 
Case 


APPEAL VERDICT 


Stay of Execution Granted 
and Crown May Remit 
Penalties 


Giving judgment in the action 
brought to test the power of a com- 
mon informer to obtain penalties in 
respect to the Sunday opening of 
cinemas, Mr, Justice Rowiatt de- 
cided, in the King’s Bench, that an 
informer was entitled to recover such 
penalties. 

He gave judgment for $25,000 and 
costs to Miss Millie Orpen, a clerk 
in a city solicitor’a office, the com- 
mon informer in the action, against 
Haymarket Capitol, Ltd., the pro- 
prietors of the Capitol Theatre, tay. 
market. 

A claim for a similar sum from 
each of four directors of the cinema 
was disminsed. 

Mr, Justice Rowlatt said that if 
Miss Orpen succeeded it did not 
mean other common informers would 
succeed, 

He granted a stay of execution, 
pending appeal, as, he said, there 
was a& point of law arguabie. 

Miss Millie Orpén, who lives at 
King Edward's road, South Hack- 
ney, claimed $125,000 penalties, under 
the Sunday Observance Aet of 178]. 

She claimed $25,000 from the cine 
ema company and $25,000 each from 


four directors. 
The claims were in respect of per- 
formances on Sundays between June 
22 and December 7, 1980, and it was 
eontended that each defendant had 
forfeited $1,000 in respect of each 
Sunday performance. 


CHANGED NAME. 

“In this case," said the judge, “the 
lady who sues for these penalties 
was named Oppenheim, a clerk to a 
solicitor named Cohen, who carried 
on business in the name of Jacques, 
Asquith and Jacques. Two days be~- 
fore the issue of the writ she exe- 
cuted a deed poll changing her name 
to Orpen, under which designation, 
perhaps, she can more colorably 
come forward as champion of the 
English Sunday. 

“T have nothing whatever to do 
with these circumstances. They 
were elicited only because it ap- 
peared to Sir Patrick Hastings, on 
the information that he had, that 
there was no such person as the 
plaintiff, and it was only by her 
producing from her pocket in the 
witness box the deed poll that that 
contention was proved to have no 
foundation. No claim could come 
before the court in less attractive 
circumstances."’ 

“It seems to me,” he said, “that 
the defendant company ia liable un- 
der this Act and the plaintiff is en- 
titled to succeed against the com- 
pany.”” 

Regarding the directors, it could 
not be contended that merély be- 
cause they were members of the 
board of a company that had com- 
mitted a breach they were persorally 
llable. 

ARGUABLE POINT. 

Sir Patrick Hastings, K.C., for the 
company, applied for a stay of eaxe- 
cution and in the course of discussion 
Mr. H. Garland, for Miss Orpen, 
said that he trusted Mr. Justice Row- 
latt would ask Sir Patrick to yive 
an undertaking that the time for 
setting down the appeal would not be 
used for applying for remission of the 
penalties. 

Sir Patrick replied that he would 
not give any such undertaking, as 
there were certain rights open to the 
subject sf 

Mr, Justice Rowlatt: I have noth- 
ing to do with all this. This is an 
action in which a large sum of money 
has been recovered. There is a 
point of law arguable, and in those 
circumstances it is usual for the 
court to grant a stay of execution 
on the terms that the costs are paid, 
on the solicitors undertaking to re- 
turn them ff the appeal succeeds. 

A stay was granted pending notice 


of appeal being entered within 12 
days. 
“The Crown has power to remit 


all penalties,” it was said by lawyers 
for the theatre, ‘under the remissio: 
of Penalties Act and the Crown wi 
be invited to do so."
